AMMKIOAN SCHOOli ALUMNI TRY 

TO BLOCK $2S0,000 OKANT 

TO MYSTIC SCHOOL). 

PRESIDENT LAPIDES INSISTS OVER 
FLOW FROM ORAL SCHOOL SHOULD 
BE TRANSFERRED TO WEST HART- 
FORD INSTITUTION.— ASSEMBLY 
COMMITTEE INSPECTS PROPERTY 

An energetic move by alumni of 
the American School for the Deaf 
at Hartford to block an appropria- 
tion of $225,000 requested by the 
Mystic Oial School for the Deaf for 
a dormitory came to light yester 
day. 

Michael Papides of New Haveu, 
president of the Americau School 
for the Deaf Alumni Association 
announced that be had written to 
the appropriations committee of the 
Legislature urging that a bill to 
provide appropriation be killed. 

" Double-Deck" Beds 

Due to an increase in its enrollm 
ent of pupils from sixty-six to 
ninety-seven, within the last year. 
the Mystio institution, which was 
taken over by tbe state two years 
ago, is now overcrowded. The dor- 
mitory space is so cramped that 
many of the children sleep in "Dou- 
ble-deck" beds. 

Mr. Lapides made the statement 
that the objection of the alumni of 
the Hartford institution was based 
ou a belief that the state could save 
money by accommodating the over- 
flow from the Mystio institution at 
the American School for the Deaf 
in this city. There are about 180 
pupils at the new home of the latter 
institution in West Hartford, leav- 
iug room to accommodate about 
thirty five more. 

The American School is a private 
institution, which reoeives some 
state aid The slate appropriated 
$250,000 two years ago toward the 
cost of erecting 1'h> new building in 
West Hartford 

The Mystic school teaohes lip- 
reading exclusively. Its methods 
of teaching are purely oral. Sub- 
jects are taught through speech and 
speech lead ing and, in special class, 
writing is used to a considerable ex- 
lent. The children are encouraged 
to talk and read the lips at all times 
and no employee of the school is 
allowed to sign to the children. 

Mr Lapides wrote yesterday that 
I lie Wesi Hartford school uses Ihe 
combined system, oral and sign and 
linger spelling Phis he did in sup 
port of a contention that the educa- 
tion of children, started al the Mys- 
tic School could be Bon tinned 'in the 

event of the transfer of childien 
from the Mystic school to West 
Hi it ford. 

WOULD hold own pupils 

Authorities of the Mystic school 
desire to hold their own pupils. 
They have developed a homelike 
atmosphere about their institution 
which greatly impressed members 
of the appropriations committee, 
who visited it yesterday during a 
tour of inspection of five state iu 
stiltttions in New London County. 
It was found that, under the man 
ageinent of Superintendent Walker 
.1. Tucker and Principal Helen K 
Tucker, the Mystic institution has 
been hi ought up to a high standard 
of efficiency in the past two years. 
In addition to their request for a 
dormitory building, they have asked 
for an appropriation of $150,000 
for maintenance for the next two 
fiscal years. 

The Alumni of (he American 
School do not, oppose tbe Mainten- 
ance request. They insist, accord 
ing to Mr. Lapides, that any money 
spent for a dormitory would be I 
wasted. 

Tbe appropriations committee 
has assigned the requests of the 
Mystic school for public hearing on 
Wednesday February 28. Many 
of the alumni of the Anieiic.in 
School, being deaf-mutes, will not 
appear at ihe bearing, it is under- 
stood, but. will bombard the com- 
mittee with letters protesting 
against the appropriation. 

The stale board of finance has 
spoken highly of the work of the 
Mystic school. 

Binoham Accompanies Party. 

Acting Governor Bingham and 
Speaker Nickerson of the House ac- 
companied tbe appropiations com- 
mittee on its visit to the school yes- 
terday. The visitors appeared to lie 
greatly impi eased by the work they 

saw being doue in tbe olaes room. 



Owing to the fact that the majority 
of the pupils have never heard 
their own voices, or those of others, 
it is a task requiring much per- 
severance and great patience to 
teach the children the rudimeuts 
of education. The inspection party 
passed through the different grades, 
from the kindergarten to the grad- 
uating class. 

There were children not over 3 
years old in the beginners' class, 
aud some mnch older whose educa- 
tion had been neglected by their 
parents during the earlier years of 
their life. 

There is a farm connected with 
the place which has more than paid 
for itself. The pupils do much of 
the work on the farm before and 
after school hours. 

Strict supervision is given to the 
childteu's diet and there has been 
little sickness at the institution 
Superintendent Tucker and his 
family, the teachers aud officers, eat 
at the same table with tbe children 
and- eat the same food. There are 
ten childien and two adults at every 
table, and each teacher aud officer is 
instructed to see that each child re- 
ceives a sufficient amount of food 
and to see that he or she handles 
the table appointments properly. 
The system and the fact that the 
school is conducted in what has the 
appearance of a rebuilt farmhouse, 
creates a homelike atmosphere in 
the dining room. 

Under the state regime, rhythm 
work has been introduced. Every 
class has a certain period each day 
spent at the piano. It was explain- 
ed that this work is beneficial in 
promoting smoother, less monoton- 
ous and more spontaneous speech. — 
Hartford ,Courant February 18, 
1923.

The Oregon Association of the 
Deaf, which was organised in July, 
1921, is endeavoring to prevent any 
bill to prohibit any deaf person 
from driving their own autos, bat 
we hear from Salem that such a 
measure is not aimed directly at the 
deaf-mutes, bnt appears to have in 
miud persons whose actions are de- 
pendent upon the sense of hearing. 
We understand that if such a law ia 
passed it will affect every deaf per- 
son. Tbe Oregon Outlook reads the 
bona fide deaf are wholly indepen- 
dent of tbe sense of hearing, are 
actuated in driving autoe as well aa 
in doing auything else, wholl by ythe 
sense of sight. The Outlook con- 
tinues to say: We think that any 
bill that debars the deaf from driv- 
ing should not be passed .A deaf 
person with clear sight is as trust- 
worthy at the wheel as is any bear- 
inn person with perfect hearing, 
other mental qualities being equal. 
Of course, weoan nor predict what 
the outcome will be, bnt the situa- 
tion requires mighty tactful band- 
ling, aud as the Washingtonian 
reads: Tbe right of equality is grant- 
ed them in our constitution, and it 
should not be overridden by a few 
men, who would make laws with the 
ridiculous idea that tbe more lawe 
the more safety. To tell the truth 
there is room for every body in the 
universe, and if every body would 
be made to do his part, there would 
be no such thing as aocideots, 
and remember we claim the deaf 
drivers as a rule are good drivers, 
and also careful drivers, and we 
learn that the blind "see " by the 
sense of touch and in sense of feel- 
ing, which is highly developed in 
adult persons, and they are able to 
feel noises where the hearing per- 
son must hear them. Many persons 
wonder how the deaf can teli when 
they puncture a tire, or when 
trouble develop sin their motors. It 
is veiy simple. The deaf feel the 
trouble quite a quickly as tbe hear- 
ing can bear it, and are not handi- 
capped as it is commonly supposed 
when he has a break down. The 
Washinqtonian goes on to say that 
there is one time and only one when 
tbe ordinary driver depends on his 
healing to avoid an accident. That 
is when a oar passes from behind, 
and sometimes the driver in the 
rear will sound his born so as to be 
heard. More often the driver neg- 
lects to do this, or the horn is not 
loud enough to attract attention, 
and some very bad accidents occur. 
The deaf avoid this complication by 
usiug a mirror, which shows the 
road behind him, and sees the pass- 
ing oar, no matter how mnch the 
noise is or how weak the sound of 
the born is. The deaf of the Statee 
of Washington and Oregon, their 
friends and all, who love fair play, 
justice and equality, whether they 
possess automobiles or not, should 
rise up in defense of the deaf in 
tbeir flgbt for equality under the 
law, and do tbeir part in defeating 
any foolish legislation aimed to 
destroy their rights, and we are 
confident they will do so.

is fighting this appropriation on the 
ground that there is adequate room 
at the American School lo accom- 
modate thirty five more deaf chil- 
dren. The hearing on ihe bill will 
lie before ihe appropriations com- 
mittee on Wednesday, Feburary 
28tb. 

Another proposition which has 
already passed the senate is the day 
school idea, giving towns the au 
thority to start special classes for Ihe 
deaf where five or more can be col- 
lected, the state to pay 35 percent 
of the salary of the special teacher 
required. This bill has the backing 
of the State board of education. 
There has not been any particular 
demand for this bill, and with the 
adequate facilities afforded by the 
American School, I here is no uecs 
sity for it The state authorities 
are clamoring for economy, and 
with a $500,000 plaut just com 
pleled for the deaf, the proposed 
move is an unnecessary additional 
economic burden. 

There has never been any formal 
dedication of the American School, 
and plans have been made for such 
an event in March, on or about the 
27th, with President Percival Hall 
of Gallaudet College as chief orator. 

The Benevolent Society for the 
Deaf, which usually holds a mas- 
querade ball in Febiuary to cele- 
brate its anniversary, changed the 
program this year by having a din- 
ner.

Dr. McAlouey said that as he was 
a stranger he felt that be should 
tell something of himself, and this 
he did in a very interesting way. 
Incidentally he announeed that he 
had severed all connection with the 
School for the Blind in Pittsburgh, 
and would henceforth devote him- 
self to Colorado. This was good 
news. 

Dr. and Mrs. MeAloney made a 
host of friends while here, aud the 
deaf of Denver will give him their 
whole-hearted cooperation in his 
efforts. 

Dr. MeAloney also spoke of the 
Code and Lambert bills now before 
the legislature. 

Colorado deaf are thoroughly 
aroused over the Code bill now be- 
fore the legislature. This bill would 
put the School for tbe Deaf and 
Blind iu the charitable class along 
with the Bug House at Pueblo, the 
Pen. at Canon City, Reform Schools, 
etc. This bill happens to be a pet 
of Gov. Sweet. 

It was Geo. W. Veditz who first 
hollered " I spy," aud suggested to 
Homer E. Grace that something be 
done about it. Mr. Grace was will- 
ing, aud after receiving fnither sug- 
gest ious from Mr. Veditz, he drew 
up a petition setting forth tbe ob- 
jections the deaf had to such classi- 
fication, etc. Saturday moruiug, 
Feb. I7ih, he with A. S. Kent called 
on the Governor and presented the 
peiitiou. Gov. Sweet baa a pleasant 
smile aud appears to be a kindly 
man, who will listen to those who 
approach him iu the proper way. 
After reading the petition he wrote 
on a pad that we were correct, and 
that the matter had been called to 
his attention by the trustees of the 
school, aud it would be oorreoted. 
We call that quick action. Now it 
appears the Code bill is doomed. 
Gov. Sweet is a Democrat and the 
legislature has a majority on the 
Republican Bide. 

The Lambert bill, spousored by 
Republicans, would place the school 
under a board of control, the board 
to have power to purchase all sup- 
plies for all State institutions of 
every kind from College to Pen. 
Equally as bad iu some ways, only 
it leaves the school iu the educa- 
tional class Dr. MeAloney has 
been to see Gov. Sweet about the 
milter, and our thanks are due him 
for this.
